All aboard! Pupils live out war-time evacuation 


YOUNGSTERS travelled back 
70 years to see what it was 
like for evacuees at the begin¬ 
ning of World War Two. 

They re-enacted the journey 
to the countryside - in this case 
Epping - just children had 
done all those years ago. 

The ‘operation’ had been 
researched through original 
school log books and archives 
at Valence House Museum, 
Dagenham. 

The modern-day evacuees, 
chaperoned by costumed vol¬ 
unteers started from Heathway 
and Upney stations, with the 
cardboard gas mask cases 
they had made and suitcases, 
eventually reaching their desti¬ 
nation via the historic Epping to 
Ongar rail Line. 

Pupils from St Joseph’s, 
Manor Junior and St 
Margaret’s schools in Barking 
sang wartime songs - and 
wrote postcards home on their 
train journey. 

Former evacuee from 
Dagenham Thomas Burt said: 
“The first time we were only 
away for six or seven weeks. In 
1940 we went to the West 
Country by train and stayed 
away until the end of the war.”

GOVE ACTS OVER 
PROBLEM SCHOOL

EDUCATION Secretary Michael 
Gove has removed all governors at 
troubled Eastbury Primary School. 

He decided to act following 
months of problems at the school 
and after he rejected Barking and 
Dagenham Council replacing the 
board with its own candidates. 

The Yellow Advertiser has seen 
letters sent by Mr Gove to the 
school. In them, he describes how 
he decided to nominate the board 
himself because ‘it would not be 
appropriate for the local authority 


to do so, while the DfE 
(Department for Education) inves¬ 
tigates allegations concerning 
actions of officials and elected 
members in relation to the school’. 

Barking and Dagenham Council 
refused to comment on whether the 
council’s head of children’s ser¬ 
vices, or the member in charge of 
schools, councillor John White 
would resign over the school’s cri¬ 
sis. A council spokesman said nei¬ 
ther were implicated in allegations 
that surround the DfE investigation. 

The Education Secretary said he 
had acted after ‘information 
received as a result of the depart¬ 


ment’s ongoing investigation in 
relation to the school’. 

Parents spokeswoman Moni 
Wright said: “We are delighted 
with the news. We have been 
unhappy with the school for a cou¬ 
ple of years. I think this is going to 
be good for the school. 

“We decided to go straight to the 
Minister because we could not get 
help from the local authority.” 

A council spokesman said new a 
headteacher, Leigh Hovey, has been 
appointed and will start at the school 
in September. Carole Thomas 
remains the interim headteacher at 
the school until then. The new board 


has been working in the school since 
its appointment last Monday. 

The parents who appealed direct¬ 
ly to the DfE were warned last 
month not to speak out by Barking 
and Dagenham Council, and threat¬ 
ened with legal action for defama¬ 
tion. They had been campaigning 
for an investigation into the way the 
Dawson Avenue school was run. 

Last month the DfE said in a 
statement: “This is a school which 
has had a number of serious issues 
for some time. We are investigat¬ 
ing allegations about the leader¬ 
ship, management and governance 
of the school.”

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Bolenium Bill returns home 
for Valence House exhibition 


BOLENIUM Bill, the trademark 
figure for a Dagenham industrial 
clothing company, is back home 
from America to star in a museum 
exhibition. 

Two researchers working on the 
exhibition, Made in Barking and 
Dagenham, tracked him down to an 
Arizona stockroom, where he had 
languished for years. 

Bolenium was the brand name for 
industrial clothing manufactured by 
WA Smith & Co between 1915 and 
1995 - and Bill was the advertising 
face. 

The company made overalls, bib 
and braces, jackets and trousers, 


and in the 70s added racing white 
overalls - worn by Jackie Stewart, 
Sir Stirling Moss and James Hunt. 

It is hard to find the Bolenium 
Bill shop signs, advertising plaques 
and in-store models which still 
remain, so Ann Robey and 
Jonathan Clarke, who are putting 
the exhibition together were 
delighted to find Bill alive and well 
in the States. 

Valence House which is hosting 
the exhibition is also on the look 
out for posters, photos and historic 
material relating to Dagenham's 
industrial past - see

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Eyesore gardener gets big bill 


AN EYESORE garden that 
attracted rats has cost a 
householder more than 
£1,000 in court. 

Martin Olomofe was 
prosecuted after he ignored 
three warnings and failed to 
remove rubbish and vegeta¬ 
tion from his garden. 

Havering Magistrates 
heard neighbours had com¬ 
plained his land was piled 
high with rubbish and over¬ 
grown vegetation. They 
also told the council they 
had seen rats in the Hooks 
Hall Drive, Dagenham gar¬ 
den, it was heard. 

Barking and Dagenham 
council’s environmental 
health department sent 
Olomofe a warning letter, 
which he ignored, followed 
by an official notice in 
November 2012, which was 
also disregarded, followed 
by a final warning before it 
took court action. 

Council grounds mainte-

nance staff finally moved in 
to clear the garden. 

Olomofe was not in court 
when his case was heard on 
Friday, May 31. 

The magistrates fined 
him £500 and ordered him 
to repay Barking and 
Dagenham Council £500 
for clearing the garden plus 
a £50 victim surcharge. 

Jeanne Alexander, coun¬ 
cil cabinet member for 
crime, justice and commu¬ 
nities, said after the court 
hearing: “We do not take 
decisions to prosecute 
lightly and always give peo¬ 
ple plenty of opportunity to 
... clear up their land. 

She also said: “I hope this 
case will act as a warning to 
others that eyesore gardens 
are not welcome in Barking 
and Dagenham. Residents 
should not have to live next 
door to rubbish-filled or 
overgrown gardens.”

The rubbish was dumped at locations in 
Upminster and Rainham, with one owner 
of a private farm finding around 100 
tonnes of waste on this land. 

Councillor Barry Tebbutt, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for StreetCare said: “This is a disgust¬ 
ing and thoughtless crime that affects pri¬ 
vate landowners, the tax payer and the 
environment. 


“It can leave landowners with bills run¬ 
ning into thousands of pounds through no 
fault of their own, which can be very dis¬ 
tressful, especially in these tough eco¬ 
nomic times. 

“There are dedicated facilities to deal 
with waste and there’s no excuse for dump¬ 
ing it and letting private landowners and 
tax payers bear the cost.” 

The council, police and the Environment 
Agency is appealing for information about 
waste being dumped in the following places:

■ New extension for Upminster 


Cemetery, Ockendon Road, between June 
5 and 7.

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KAYAKERS SHOW UP 
SPOILSPORT COUNCIL 



EIGHT months after Barking & 
Dagenham Council decided to stop 
supporting the borough’s young peo¬ 
ple at the London Youth Games, a 
volunteer-led group won an emo¬ 
tional silver medal at the kayak 
sprint finals on Saturday at the Lon¬ 
don Regatta Centre. 

It was the first time a Barking & 
Dagenham team had competed at 
the 2013 London Youth Games since 
a volunteer steering group stepped 
in to rescue the borough from being 
isolated as the only in London not 
taking part in Europe’s largest annu¬ 
al youth sports event. 

Earlier this year, the council had 
also blocked Barking & Dagenham 
Canoe Club from independently 
entering the London Youth Games. 

But the creation of BARDAG 
Sports Foundation spearheaded by 
local teacher Mary-Ann Ramsay to 
co-ordinate borough entries, has led 
to a rush of borough teams eager to 
compete. 

After collecting their silver 
medals, Barking & Dagenham’s 
Team Manager Bill Playle said: 
“They pulled it out of the bag and 
they’ve all really gone for it. I’m a 
little bit emotional, I’m a little lost 
for words. I’m just choked. 

“We’ve really been made to feel 
welcome it’s just a shame our coun¬ 
cil don’t feel the same way.” 

The team included 16 year old 
Diane Naftanalia of Warren Com¬ 
prehensive, who had quit training 
following the council’s withdrawal. 

With the opportunity to compete at 
the London Youth Games restored, 
she was inspired to return in recent 
weeks and she won a gritty individual 
silver in the senior female cirrus class. 

There was also an individual 
medal for 16 year old Gintaras 
Kaminskas of Eastbrook Compre¬ 
hensive who won silver in the senior 
male cirrus class. 

Richmond won the overall gold in 
the kayak sprint with Kensington & 
Chelsea and Ealing sharing bronze. 
Barking & Dagenham also took part 
in the kayak slalom event where they 
placed seventh overall. 


There were over 900 young people 
from 30 London boroughs competing 
at the Thames Water Regatta compet¬ 
ing in rowing, kayaking and sailing. 

In the coming weeks, Barking & 
Dagenham is also set to field teams 
in handball, netball, tag rugby, ath¬ 
letics, disability swimming, BMX, 
hockey, indoor rowing and adaptive 
(disabled) indoor rowing. 

An Olympic borough, Barking & 
Dagenham Council revealed they 


would not be taking part in the 2013 
London Youth Games just one 
month after the end of London 2012. 

Barking & Dagenham still need 
support for kit and transport. If you

McKinley goes all out for depleted Woodford team

WOODFORD Green's men’s British 
League team finished fifth in a close 
encounter at the second Premiership 
fixture of the season in Manchester 
on Saturday. 

Shaftesbury Barnet, with 344 
points, narrowly won from hosts 
Sale with 339. Birchfield improved 
from their seventh in the first fixture 
to place third, with Enfield on 273, 
just ahead of Woodford on 267, but 
clear of Newham 238, Sheffield 214 
and Herne Hill 199. 

In the league standings Shaftes¬ 
bury on 16 points, and Sale 14, are 
clear of Enfield 10, Newham 9, 
Woodford 8, Birchfield 8, with 


Sheffield on 5 and Herne Hill on 2. 

Woodford’s team, although strong 
in parts, was far from full strength 
and many athletes competed in more 
than one event to ensure a decent 
overall team result. 

Ryan McKinlay, who competed in 
three distance events as well as gain¬ 
ing pole vault and relay points, made 
a major contribution and gained an 
800m personal best. 

With several of the top middle dis¬ 
tance athletes unavailable for this fix¬ 
ture there were nerves amongst man¬ 
agement that the club might struggle, 
but that was to discount the effort and 
recovery powers demonstrated by 
McKinlay, an HCA member who 
competes for Woodford in the BAL. 


He began his afternoon, in the 
absence of a specialist “B” string 
pole-vaulter, by ensuring that pole 
vault points were gained. In the end 
his clearance at a modest 2.20m 
proved valuable, placing fifth. 

McKinlay’s first track race was 
over 800m. Usually a steeplechaser 
with limited track pedigree beyond 
that event, he had been encouraged 
by a recent 1500m pb of 3m 
52secs. 

Running sensibly towards the back 
after a very fast opening 200m, he 
gradually moved through to finish 
strongly in second in lm 53.82secs, 
a huge personal best having never 
broken lm 58 secs before. 

Just 15 minutes later he lined up 


for the 3000m steeplechase. Again 
starting sensibly he moved through 
to gain third place in the “A” race 
recording, given his limited recov¬ 
ery, a very good 9m 23.5secs. 

Later Ryan came sixth over 3000m 
in 8m 50.17secs, before running a 
leg in the 4x400m team. 

Also doubling up in the middle 
distances, Tom Phillips had a very 
good run in the “A” 800m, 

Tom kicked hard 90m out and just 
failed to win by 0.01 secs as he 
clocked lm 53.91 secs. 

Later, Tom raced over 1500m but 
found it a bit quick after his 800m 
effort. Nevertheless he picked up 
good “B” points, placing fourth with 
3m 59.76secs.
